The actress can be found wherever 
the extensive business interests of her 
husband, E. E, (Buddy) Fogelson, take 
him, On any given day, the Fogelsons 
may be “at home” on their spacious and 
magnificantly scenic ranch at Pecos, 
New Mexico, called the “Forked Light- 
ning Ranch,” or at homes in Bel Air 
and Pebble Beach, California, and in 
Dallas, Texas. 

The ranch contains within its bound- 
aries the Pecos Pueblo and Mission, 
which has been made a national monu- 
ment with a gift from Fogelson of 382 
acres to the Federal Government. Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson signed the bill 
making the Pueblo, dating back hun- 
dreds of years and once a thriving com- 
munity of 2,700, and the Mission ruins 
a national monument. The Pueblo, 
known as “America’s first apartment 
house,” is also the site of the Mission 
which was started by Coronado in 1540 
and completed in 1615, 

“Making the Pueblo and Mission a 
national monument had been a dream of 
Buddy’s for twenty-five years,” Miss 
Garson said. “It previously had been a 
New Mexico State Monument.” 

If Miss Garson has given her heart to 
New Mexico, the feeling is mutual. She 
completed her role in “The Singing 
Nun” in time to attend the dedication 
of the Greer Garson Theatre by the 
College of Santa Fe, formerly St. Mi- 
chael’s College in Santa Fe, New Mex- 
ico, an ultra modern center of the per- 
forming arts under one roof.

Fifteen years ago, Ricardo Mon- 
talban was predicting a bright future 
for a pert, bouncy teen-age actress fresh 
out of high school, who could sing and 
dance up a storm and play a mean 
French horn. 

The picture that started her on the 
road to movie fame was titled “Two 
Weeks With Love.” The film’s star was 
Montalban. The promising youngster 
was Debbie Reynolds. So there was a 
gay reunion at Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
when Montalban was co-starred with 
the same Debbie Reynolds, today more 
mature but no less bubbly, in “The 
Singing Nun.” 

“Although it is our first picture to- 
gether since then, we have remained 
close personal friends,” said Montalban. 

Debbie plays the title role in the story 
of the young guitar-playing nun whose 
gift of music and composition of such 
toe-tapping tunes as “Dominique,” “Sis- 
ter Adele” and “Raindrops” were to 
make her world renowned. Montalban 


is seen as Father Clementi, a priest 
whose faith in the talent of the “Sing- 
ing Nun” makes it all come true.

TO THE TOP, SAYS AGNES MOOREHEAD 


“The actor who stops working and 
studying is dead,’ declares Agnes 
Moorehead. 

Living up to her own words, Miss 
Moorehead is very much alive and bus- 
ier than ever. She is one of the few 
stars who has illuminated all four ma- 
jor entertainment media during a nota- 
ble career — screen, stage, radio and 
television. 

A perfectionist, her remarks on the 
acting profession were made to an in- 
tent group of young players hanging 
onto her words while she was starring 
with Debbie Reynolds and Greer Gar- 
son as the crochety but lovable Sister 
Cluny in Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s “The 
Singing Nun.” 

“Talent,” she emphasized, “is not 
enough, although that is difficult for 
young people in this jet age to appre- 
ciate. Proper speech, learning the man- 
ners of ladies and gentlemen, and con- 
stant training are essential.”

Nun,” Miss Moorehead was generally 
off on weekends to make stage appear- 
ances from California to Arizona, reap- 
pearing on the set Monday mornings 
bright-eyed and stimulated by her con- 
tact with live audiences.

She has a PhD in Theatre Arts from 
Columbia University and a Masters in 
English and Public Speaking from the 
University of Wisconsin, obtained after 
she had graduated from Muskingum 
College in Ohio. She taught school and 
directed a drama club before going on 
to New York to study at the Academy 
of Dramatic Arts. 

Winning acclaim on Broadway in 
“All the King’s Men,” “Scarlet Pages” 
and “Candlelight” among other plays, 
Miss Moorehead became equally in de- 
mand in the then new medium of radio 
and it was through radio that she met 
Orson Welles and became a member of 
the Mercury Players, after which 
Welles cast her in his first motion pic- 
ture, “Citizen Kane.”

suit of his career and it is paying off. 
While at Wayne University, where he 
majored in drama and communications, 
Everett, together with other members 
of the Drama Department, toured India 
with a group of one-act plays at the in- 
vitation of the State Department. 

“That experience was priceless,” he 
says. “We had the opportunity of play- 
ing a variety of roles, often appearing in 
two or three different parts in the same 
play. It was repertoire theatre at its best 
for we were star, extra and stagehand 
rolled into one.

Debbie Reynolds has never been one 
to ignore a challenge.

This is pleasing to the feminine 
ego. It is also limiting on an actress.” 

With her rousing performance of the 
rambunctious Molly Brown, Debbie 
proved to any remaining skeptics that 
she had grown up with a bang, and in 
the process firmly established herself as 
an actress and performer of remark- 
able versatility.
